I[n large aud- 
iences ke nad been eurprised how few 
people could correctly name twelve trees | 
out of the 13.) species whico are found in 
Canada. A plant or an insect isa piece 
ef perfect workmanship, and yet if a child 
were to bring a beetle into hia teacher 
with some auestion about it,:n ninety- 
nine cases out of a hundred she would at 
once order him to “kill the nasty, ugiy 
thing,” She would thus bave him de- 
stroy for no possibie reason what an all- 
wise Creator had made and placed upon 
theearth for some special purpose. In 
apeaking of the way in which the Mer- 
nonites had obeyed the noxious weed act, 
and the almost entire absence of weeds 
from their crops, the speaker said it was, 
quite evident that the act did not appiy 
to the city. or the streets woud hardly 
present the spectacle that they do at 
present. Tne farmers complain that 
while they are heavily taxed to provide 
for inspectors, etc, and compelied by 
law to keep their farms free from nox- 
ious weeds, the city is allowed to be- 
come a regular hot bed, where these 
pests bloom and tipen unmolested, | 
scattering their seed in all directions.

TOMATOES FOR ENGLAND. 


4 Grasd Chance for Canadian Growers 
Has Presented Itaélf. 


An enguiry has been received by the 
Agricultural and Dairy Commissioner 
from Messrs. Elder, Dempster « Co., on 
whose line of steamships cold storage ac- 
commodation is being provided this year, 
for the names of growers or merchants 
who might be disposed to send shipments 
of tomatoes to the British market. 
Mesere. Elder Dempster & Co., carry 
large quantities of tomatoes from the 
Mediterranean, have exceptiona! facili- 
ties for the sale of the fruit in Great Bri- 
tain, and are dispozed to makean effort 
tointroduce and expand the trade in 
Canadian tomatoes. The Canadian fruit 
is known to b2 much superior in flavor 
and solidity to what is imported from 
the Meliterranean. 

Mr. Craig, horticalturist of the Central 
Experimental, Farm, O:tawa. has arranz- 
ed the following notes for the guidance of 
those who may be inclined to have a 
suare in the development of this business. 

is known that tomatces may be sbip- 
pedeafely to England with or without 
cold storage; and there is every reason 
to believe toat they may be exported 
with profitafter the dret of September. 
when there is little demand for them in 
the home market. Whether or not 1% 
will pay toexportthem during August, 


brisk. and the price remunerative is a 
jBestion tha: cam be decided only br 
actual trial. 

Those which are of medium siz?, 
smooth and regaler in form, solid, with 
emall ceed cavities, and of a bright red 
color. are the best kinds to select for this 
purpose, ‘(:aneral Grart, Canada Victor 
and Atlantic Prize be ong to the earliest 
varieties, which fetch high prices in the 
home market and are not suitable for 
export. Among the most reliable, 
smooth, medium early tomatoes, suitable, 
are: Livingston’e Beauty. Favorite, Early 
Raby (sometimes irregalar) and Igno- 
tum. Itis possible that the pink and 
purple (like Mikado) tomatoes. might 
take well upon the British market, and 
it would be worth while to send a few 
cases of them on trial. : 

Only eound, smooth tomatoes shon!d 
be selected, when they are fully develcp- 
ed and beginning to color, They should 
be so carefully picked as to be entire'y 
fr.e from bruises. Small siza2 packages 
only should be used. Tomatoes will not 
carry long distances, if packed several 
rows deep in large cases or baskets. In- 
de2d, all fruit will carry better to distant 
markets, if packed in cases instead of 
baskets. Cazes aleo ceeupy preportion- 
ately less space in the storage compart- 
ment of ike vessel, It is safe to say that 
tomatoes should not be packed in 
exceecing tive and a halfinches ir depth 
outside measurement. A convenient +ize 
for handling and shipping this fruit 
would be cases measuring ontside 22 


a 


cakes 


inches long, 10) inches wide, 5! hes 
leep: and provided with a partition 
‘ross wise in the middle. The boxes 


sheuld be made of “light planed lumber 


and s> constructed a2 to allow of ventila- 
tion. The thicknese of thelumber might 
be iveeighths ofaninch for the ends 
and partition, and three-eighths of an 
inch for the sides, top and bottom. Ven- 
tilation should be provided for by using 
eide pieces slightly narrower than called 
for by the depth of the box. The top 
and bottom ysieces should come fiish to 
the corners. This would leave a ventil- 
ating slit along the side without weaken 
ing the package. Such acase would hold 
about four dozen medium eized tomatoe: 
_Each tomatce should be wrapped in 
t.seue paper, or in a light, cheap grade of 
printer’s paper. They should be care: 
full packed, etem-end down in euch a 
manner as to leave them firmly in place 
when the case is filled. 

Each case should bear the ehipner’s 
name, with the quantity or number of 
tomatoes it contains. Tne brand “Cana- 
da,’ or “Canadian,” should alsa be put 
on conspicuously.

D;. Lewy has just made a communic- 
ation tothe Berlin I’nysiological Society 
regarding the latest application of the 
Roentgen rays. | 

It hes now become poesible, he declar- 
ed, to obtain a complete picture of the 
interna! organs as regards their situation, 
size and mechaniem. Thisaccomplished 
by means of the flucreacent screen. Tne 
whole body is lighted up so that the 
shadow of the various parts and organs 
is thrown on the screen. 

Dr. du Bois. Reymond and Prof. Grum- 
mach, who had aided Dr. Lewy in his 
investigations, further reported that they 
had succeded in seeing the organs of the 
throat, the larynx, the tongue and the 
stomach. Prof. Grummach hae farther 
succeeded in making pathological studies 
of the human body. He examined a 
man who had formerly suffered from con- 
sumption and hemorrhage of the lungs. 
He noticed that in the part of the body 
where the lungs lle (‘he lunge are too 
transparent to be vieinle by tne Reent- 
gen rays there were anumber of opaque 
spots. hese were places where ogsifca- 
tion of the tuberculous parte of the langs 
had set in. 

In another case he saw email black 
lines in the heart of a patient jast where 
the main arteries lie. Theeeshowed that 
the oseification of this part of the heart 
had set in, although it could not be diag- 
nosed by any of tne usual means. The 
correctness of these observations was 
confirmed by the fact that the pulse in 
the wrist was hard to the touch, and 
signs of ossification could be observed 
near the .lbow in the forearm. 


A Remarkable sSpec‘acle. 


The German Reichstag has passed the 
margarine bill, but the government was 
defeated by a v_te retaining two amend- 
ments, which Baron von Hammerstein. 
the Prussian minister of Agriculture, and 
Dr. von Botticher, the imperial secretary 
of state for the interior, declared would 
render the bill unacceptable to the Bun- 
desrath. The Centrists voted with the 
Conservatives in favor of the amend- 
ments. Later Prince Hohenlohe, pro- 
rogued the Reichstag until November 10, 
and in conveying the thanks of the 
emperor to the Bundesrath and Reichstag 
for the adoption of the civil code bill, he 
declared that the new uniform system of 
law constitutes a new bond of union for 
nation and strengthens ‘verman authority 
abroad.

BICYCLE RUNS FOR SATAN. 


Crusade Began by the Woman's Rescue 
League, Against Lady Bicyclists. 
_The Woman's Rescue League of the 
United States intends to begic a national! 
crusade against the use of the bicycle by 
women. There are fal'y 45 000 bicycliats 
in Washington, and 15,00 are women. 
Next week there wil! bea bicycle parade 
in Washington, in which 40.000 wheel- 
men are expected to participate. Miss 
Charlotte Smith, president of the league, 
hes achieved consideradle notoriety on 
account of her esforte in the lobby of con- 
gress to secure legislation to protect fal- 
len women. She bas been in Washing- 
ton abouttwo months, and in that period 
has devoted herself exclusively to 

be:teringtheir condition. Mies Smit 
has issued the following remarkable cir- 
cular: 

“Whereas, there is an alarming in- 
crease of immorality among young wo- 
men in the United States most startling 
to those who have investigated the sub 
ie¢t, 

“Whereas, & great curse bas been in- 
flicted on this country because of the 
present bicycle craze. and if a halt ia not 
called soon, 75 percent. of cyclists will 
be an army of invalids within the next 
ten years. 

“Whereas, immoderate bicycling by 
young women is to be deplored, because 
of evil associations and opportumities 
offered by cycling sports, 

“Whereae, bicycling by young women 
has helped to swell the ranks of reckless 
girls, who finally drift into the etanding 
army of outcast women of the United 
States, more than through any other 
medium. 

“Whereas, the ‘bicvcle runs for Christ,’ 
by so calied Christains should be prop- 
erly termed ‘bicycle runs for Satan,’ for 
the bicycle is the devil’s advance agent, 
moraliy and physically in taonsands of 
instances; therefore, be it resolved, the 
Woman's Rescue League denounce bi- 
cycle riding by young woman because of 
producing immoral associates in both 
language and dress, which have a ten- 
dency to make women not only un- 
womanly but immodest as well. 

‘Resolved, that the Woman's Rescue 
League petition all true women and 
clergyman to aid in denouncing the pre- 
sent bicycle craze by women as indecent 
and vulgar. 

Resolved, that copies of these resolu- 
tions be sent where they will do the most 
effective good for the canze of parity and 
morality.” 


COLLAPSE OF A MOUNTAIN. 


The Strarge Phenomen is Followed by 4 
Fearful Cloud of Daee, 


_A niouatain near Liege, one of Bel- 
gium’s chief commercial towas, collapsed 
a few days ago in an inexplicable man- 


Sone timeago a miller noticed that 
hie little estate had considerably eunk. 
A large crack separated from the levei 
of the route which runs along the moun- 
tain. The authorities were informed of 
the occurrence, and they then discovered 
other cracke. They attempted to take 
meastree of precaution. and eet to work 
to clear away the wood from the top, 
when suddenly a mass of rock fell off 
and crashed down on three freight cars 
below. 

The situation grew woree. A number 
of other little lote of rocks fell off, and 
then, juet asa train had passed, the 
mountain suddenly began to rock from 
side to side, and with a dull noise there 
rolled down to the ground, 150 feet be- 
low, a gigantic cascade, divided in two 
by @ piece of rock, and compoeed, in- 
stead of torrents of water, of thousands 
and thousands of etonez. rocks and clods 
ofearth. The noise wae heard fora 
long distance, and there was a fearful 
cloud of dust, which covered the whole 
yicinity. 

Since then the landalipe have contin- 
ued. Am immenee crevesse has cut the 
whole side of the mountain, and it is 
feared that the railway at its base will 
be carried away. All worka of repair are 
being carried on with the utmost diffi- 
culty, and even danger of life. 

It 1s not known what has caused the 
phenomenon, or whether the collapse 
was at the base or at the top of the moun- 
tain. Probably the drougnt had some- 
thing to do with it. 


AC. P. KR. Brakeman Killed. 


A train going east from Vancouver,

sn Bowerman, one of the mec 
tte “Swamp Angel” gang, who have 
made henathoun notorious through their 
macy acts of lawlessness in the Norwich 
district and latterly in Dereham, is now 
in Woodstock jail and as a result the 
people in these localities, breathe a little 
more freely. His arrest was effected in 
lngergoll. 

Bowerman is atypical outlaw. He is 
tall, lean and lanky, and is as agile asa 
eat, Chief Skirving. of Ingersoll. con- 
ferred with Constable Tisdale, of Wood- 
s-ock. and knowing that it would be im- 
possible to eect Bowerman’s arrest at 
his shanty, decided to rum him intoa 
trap.

VISIBLE SOUND. 


A Simple Instrament With Which Experi- 
ments Can be Made. 


With this simple instrument, and fine 
sand, lycepodiam powder, which ean be 
bought at any drug store. and same col- 
ored glycerine, any one who sings can 
make voice figures and experiment in 
visible sound. 

Sprinkle some sand, which must be 
fine and dry, lightly over the rubber disk. 
Hoid the eidophone so that the surface of 
the rubber is horizontal and sing one 
note—not too strong—into the mcuth- 
piece or tube, The note must be sustain- 
ed steadily, keeping an unvaried pitch. 
When the first sound vibrations bombard 
the under side of the rubber disk the 
sand will begin moving. coming together 
in places and separating im others. Here 
and there little whirlpools of sand will 
spin around without moving away from 
the center of agitation, andin other spots 
sand rings, like the smoke rings puffed 
from locomotive stacks. will whirl and 
circle. Sing on with increased force, and 
the sand will form geometrical figures 
and keep the shape until the pitch is 
changed.

The Farmer is Puzzied to Raise a Crop 
That Pays. 

A Western New York farmer in an ad- 
dres at an institute, answered the ques- 
tion, where now can our farmers look 
for gain, and what crops should they 
grow. The wise man does not regard the 
direction of the wind to-day as indica 
ting its direction to-morrow, nor is it 
wise to trust wholly in) acrop this year 
because it is turved out well last year, 
nor is it wise to discard a valuable crop 
now because it did not pay last year. 
Seasons and conditions are subject to 
change, and, as a rule, tha farmer who 
moves in an opposite direction from the 
popuher view will meet the best suecess. 
But it is more important for the Eastern 
farmer to improve his methods of culti- 
vation and fertilization of the soil than 


to look for the crop that will pay. All 
our staple crops, in a course of years 
and under ordinary conditions, will re- 


turn to the producer about in proportion 
to cost of production, and changes of 
crops to meet prospective deman?t often 
result in) disappointment. We moist not 
look for high prices in the near future 
for any staple farm products unless 
some extraordinary conditions rise, and 
the cheapening of production and econ- 
omy in warding off expenses will oo the 
surest means of making our farms pay 
Thorough, clear cultivation and fertiliza 
tion on a lessened acreage will cheapen 
production, for the increased yield will 
alance the greater outlay, but 
industry, economy and 
painstaking in all departments of farm 
management are the essential means of 
bridging over hard times.

THE COST OF BUTTER. 


Experiments Prove.Dsairy Farming to be 
Fourded on a Rock. 

Tn the dairy contest at the world’s fair 
batter was mada at a cost of about 12°4 
cents per pound The Minnesota experi- 
ment station has since made it at a cost 
of 1) cemts per pound. Many leading 
dairymea figure the cost at about 12 to 
13 cents. This includes the cost of feed 
at the market price, but also the cost of 
labor, interest on the investment, ete. 
You hear dairymen talk on every hand 
When the price of creamery butter gets 
below 2) cents per pound that there is 
BO Money in the creamery, for when the 
four cents per pound for making is de- 
ducted it brings the price received nearly 
@? quite down to the cost, that is, figur- 
ing the cost as above, at 10 to 13 cents 
But there is one thing, and a very im- 
portant one, too, that they secm to over- 
look. In making a pound of butter cost 
12 cents we have received pay for our 
crops at market value and have sold 
them to our cows right at home. We get 
the cash for our crops at a market value 
When we sell butter at the cost of pro- 
Quction (12%, cents per pound), and we 
have saved ourselvas th: trouble of draw- 
ing those crops to market. A man can 
better afford to sell butter at the cost 
of production than he can corn or oats 
or wheat when the cost of a pound of 
butter includes the feed and labor at 
their market value, as it does in the 
above estimates, because he has already 
received his profits on his crops in the 
12°, cents per pound for butter. This 
explains why the dairy farmer, if he un- 
derstands his business, is more prosper- 
ous than his neighbor who sells his hay 


and grain instead of feeding it to good 
cows right at home. Do yon ever stop 
to think that some farmers ars selling 


their very farm load by lovd, in hauling 


their crops to market every year and 
putting nothing back on their farm?’ 
The basic principles of dairy farming, 
and more especially butter making, are 
correct, for it consumes the products of 
the farm and returns the manurial ele- 
Menta to the soil after the marketable 
dairy products have been taken out. A 
ton of gilt-cdze butter does not contain 
over 5) cents im value in fertilizing el-- 
ments Dairy farming is founded on a 
rock and the farmer who has energy and 
knowledge: enough to get a good herd 
of cows and keep them as they should be 
kept. will surely be successful, «nd he 
Will leave to future generations a soil 
that is capable of feeding the human race 
at a profit. —Moard’s Dairyman
